I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and 


conducted  during  the  year  by  No0  1 Unit  of  the  Oxford  Regional  Hospital 
Board  at  Stc  John’s  Hospital,  Stone  and  Grendon  Hall  Prison,, 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  generally  throughout  the 
District  was  remarkably  low,  a total  of  6l  cases  being  recorded,  as 
this  was  a year  when  measles  was  not  prevalent 0 Pour  cases  of  diphtheria 
were  notified  during  the  year,  a potent  reminder  of  danger  and  a warning 
to  the  public  generally  to  maintain  a high  level  of  protective 
immunisation,.  The  first  case  notified  was  an  adult  recently  discharged 
from  an  institution,  she  had  never  been  immunised.  Three  further  cases 
of  contacts  (who  had  not  been  immunised)  were  discovered,  and  by  prompt 
isolation  and  appropriate  treatment  the  outbreak  was  quickly  extinguished, 
and  spread  outside  the  institution  prevented,.  All  the  cases  recovered 
completely  and  I am  most  grateful  for  the  grand  assistance  instantly 
given  by  the  medical  and  nursing  staff  in  the  emergency,,  The  dysentery 
cases  notified  were  of  a mild  type,  as  was  the  case  of  food  poisoning,, 

It  was  found  necessary  at  the  request  of  the  Welfare  Authority  to 
remove  one  aged  bedridden  person  to  hospital  under  the  National 
Assistance  Act,  1951„ 

I thank  the  Members  of  the  Council,  the  staff  generally,  and  the 
Public  Health  Department  staff  in  particular,  for  their  guidance  and 
loyal  assistance  throughout  the  year.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OP  HEALTH  SERVICES 


Hospitals 

Hospital  accommodation  for  the  District  is  provided  by  the 
Royal  Bucks  and  Tindal  Hospitals,  Infectious  disease  cases  are 
admitted  to  the  Aylesbury  Isolation  Hospital. 

These  three  hospitals  are  administered  by  the  Royal  Bucks  and 
Associated  Hospitals  Management  Committee, 

Oases  are  admitted  to  the  Stoke  Mandeville  Hospital  or  the 
Radcliffe  Infirmary,  Oxford,  if  bed  space  is  unavailable  at  the 
above.  Similarly,  infectious  disease  cases  are  admitted  to 
infectious  disease  hospitals  within  the  Oxford  region  when  there 
is  no  accommodation  locally. 

Pathological  Specimens 

The  majority  of  specimens  for  examination  are  submitted  to 
the  Pathology  Laboratory,  Stoke  Mandeville  Hospital.  The  services 
of  the  Public  Health  Laboratories  at  Luton  and  Oxford  are  utilised 
?/henever  necessary. 


Ambulance  Services 


The  ambulance  services  in  the  area  are  the  responsibility  of 
the  Bucks  County  Council,  11  ambulances  and  5 sitting  cars  are 
stationed  in  the  Borough  of  Aylesbury  for  the  use  of  the  town  and 
surrounding  district. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 

This  service  is  controlled  by  the  Bucks  County  Council, 

Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  at  Aylesbury,  Brill,  Long  Crendon, 
Waddesdon,  Quaint on,  Haddenham,  Wendover,  Whitchurch,  Worming hall, 
Aston  Clinton,  Dinton,  Halton,  Stone,  and  Mobile  Welfare  Centres 
at  Cuddington,  Grendon  Underwood  and  Westcott. 

Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  immunisation  and  Poliomyelitis  vaccination 

The  Bucks  County  Council,  being  the  Local  Health  Authority  as 
defined  by  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  administer  these 
services. 

Treatment  of  Venereal  Disease 

A venereal  disease  clinic  is  held  regularly  at  the  Royal  Bucks 
Hospital,  Aylesbury,  where  free  treatment  is  given.  This  clinic 
is  administered  by  the  Royal  Bucks  and  Associated  Hospitals 
Management  Committee.

Slum  Clearance; 

The  slum  clearance  programme  made  further  but  limited  progress, 
as  in  the  previous  year,  such  work  being  undertaken  as  opportunity 
offered  along  with  routine  district  inspections.  In  any  event,  the 
more  obvious  cases  having  been  dealt  with,  the  remaining  work  is 
bound  to  come  forward  at  a slower  rate. 


10  Demolition  Orders  and  5 Closing  Orders  "were  made  during  the 
year,  whilst  actual  demolitions  totalled  15.  One  demolition  had  to 
be  carried  out  by  the  Council. 


There  were  27  properties  reconditioned  which  formerly  were 
subject  to  Demolition  or  Closing  Orders.

78  houses  were  repaired  during  the  year,  25  as  a result  of 
formal  action  and  53  following  informal  action,, 

Certificates  of  Disrepair: 

Ho  certificates  were  issued  during  the  year. 

Improvement  Grants; 

Discretionary  Grant  applications  received  during  the  year 
totalled  6l,  of  which  57  were  approved  and  4 refused.  This  is 
approximately  the  average  for  previous  years. 

Standard  Grant  applications,  however,  increased  very 
considerably  over  1959 , the  first  year  of  operation.  A total  of 
65  applications  were  received  and  of  these  63  were  approved  and 
2 withdrawn. 

Many  interviews  are  held  with  owners,  architects,  agents  and 
builders,  both  before  and  after  applications  are  received,  and  the 
assistance  given  by  your  officers  is  much  appreciated.  Altogether, 
this  section  of  our  work  accounts  for  a greater  proportion  of  the 
Department’s  time  than  the  number  of  applications  would  appear  to 
indicate. 

Grants  of  50%  of  the  "approved  expense"  are  made  in  the  case 
of  Discretionary  Grants  and  all  cases  are  viewed  by  the  special 
Grants  Sub-Committee  before  being  considered  by  the  Health  Committee 
of  the  Council.

In  the  course  of  the  year  nine  Site  Meetings  were  held  after 
the  Plans  and  Buildings  Committee  had  been  unable  to  accept  planning 
and/or  highway  recommendations . These  meetings  v/ith  representatives 
of  the  County  Planning  and  Highway  Committees  have  proved  most  useful 
enabling  detailed  consideration  to  be  given  to  controversial  and 
difficult  applications. 

In  August  i960  the  new  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development 
Act,  i960  came  into  effect.  The  Council,  having  given  consideration 
to,  and  determined,  the  licensing  conditions  to  be  observed, 
circulated  previous  holders  of  planning  permission  for  caravans. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  eight  sites  for  individual  caravans  had 
been,  licensed  and  an  appreciable  number  remained  to  be  dealt  with. 

There  were  no  special  difficulties  concerning  Byelaw  matters 
to  record.  It  is  normal  practice  to  get  these  resolved  before 
applications  are  presented  to  the  Committee. 
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FOOD  INSPECTION 


Slaughterhouses ; 

During  the  year  the  Council’s  Report  on  the  slaughterhouses 
and  slaughtering  facilities  was  completed  and  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  The  Report  gave  the 
recommended  date  for  slaughterhouses  to  be  brought  up  to  the 
required  standard  as  1st  January,  1962.  Confirmation  of  the 
Report  vias  awaited  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Full  inspection  of  all  slaughtering  was  maintained  at  the 
four  remaining  slaughterhouses  operating  in  the  district.

Ice  Cream  Regulations: 

There  were  3 new  registrations  during  the  year. 

Food  Premises; 

No  formal  action  was  necessary  concerning  food  premises  during 
the  year.  The  provision  of  improved  facilities  noted  on  routine 
inspections  was  achieved  in  each  case  without  any  difficulty. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

With  the  Bucks  Water  Board’s  supply  being  extended  to  the 
village  of  Lo?/er  Winchendon,  all  parishes  in  the  District  now  have 
mains  water  available. 

There  are  small  areas  still  remaining  which  are  beyond  reach 
of  the  Board's  mains  and  also  occasional  properties  within  villages 
needing  mains  extension  before  a supply  can  be  obtained.  Whenever 
the  circumstances  warrant,  the  Council  has  been  prepared  to  conside: 
granting  financial  assistance  in  such  cases. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Refuse  Collection: 

The  Refuse  Collection  service  has  been  maintained  at  the  level 
of  last  year,  that  is,  about  70%  receiving  a weekly  service,  20%  a 
11  - 12  day  service  and  some  10%  a regular  fortnightly  service. 
Judging  by  the  very  few  complaints  received,  this  arrangement  meets 
with  general  approval,  indeed,  quite  a few  people  voiced  their 
appreciation  of  the  work  done.  I am  disappointed,  however,  in  not 
being  able  to  record  an  advance  to  a greater  weekly  coverage  of  the 
district.  This  is  due  to  the  natural  growth  of  the  area  which  ever; 
year  represents  almost  an  extra  half -week's  work  for  one  man.  In  a 
rural  area  such  as  this  it  is  probably  impracticable  to  achieve  a 
complete  weekly  collection,  but  I hope  to  put  forv/ard  proposals  for 
attaining  a good  90%  coverage  as  soon  as  the  effects  of  transferring 
labour  from  cesspool  emptying  can  be  determined. 
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Refuse  Collection  (Continued) 

During  the  year  an  estimated  total  of  8,027  tons  of  refuse  was 
collected  and  disposed  of.  This  refuse  was  collected  by  3 Dennis 
"Paxits",  1 "Paxit”  Major  and  1 Side-loader  which  together  covered 
a total  of  46,092  miles  in  the  year.  Almost  the  whole  of  this 
collection  was  disposed  of  at  the  Council’s  Hartwell  Tip  by  one  man 
operating  a Chaseside  Mechanical  Shovel. 

Although  no  special  arrangements  existed  for  collecting  salvage 
other  than  that  which  could  be  separated  from  the  normal  collection 
of  refuse,  127.6  tons  of  waste  paper  was  baled  and  sold  for 
£895.  2s,  3d.  The  benefit  of  this  is  not  entirely  in  the  cash 
receipts  but  in  the  removal  of  this  Quantity  of  paper  and  cardboard 
from  the  tip,  where  it  adds  to  the  cost  and  complications  of  refuse 

disposal. 

The  hire  of  dustbins  for  5/“  Pe^  year  continues  but  at  a 
moderate  rate.  At  the  end  of  the  year  a total  of  a, 850  had  been 
issuedo  A very  small  number  of  replacements  have  been  sent  out  due 
to  the  original  bins  being  damaged  by  burning.  In  such  cases  the 
hirer  is  required  to  pay  an  additional  sum  depending  on  the  total 
rental  paid  to  date  of  replacement. 

Cesspool  Emptying: 

Five  Dennis  Cesspool  Emptier s continue  to  deal  with  this  work, 
though  as  a result  of  further  sewers  becoming  available,  one  machine 
was  being  operated  on  only  3 days  per  week.  As  the  number  of 
cesspools  diminishes,  the  men  engaged  on  this  service  are  being 
diverted  to  refuse  collection. 

The  old  problem  of  sites  for  tipping  remains,  indeed  it  becomes 
more  acute  in  spite  of  the  gradual  reduction  in  the  number  of 
cesspools.  The  records  show  that  the  vehicles  travelled  59 >891  mile 
in  emptying  6,576  loads  during  the  year,  an  average  of  9 miles  pei 
load.  This  is  a high  figure  and  expensive  in  terms  of  both  time  and 
money. 

The  completion  of  sewerage  schemes  now  in  course  of  constructior 
will  have  further  marked  effect  on  this  service  and  the  date  when  the 
sewers  will  become  available  was  eagerly  awaited  at  the  end  of  the 
year. 

A limited  amount  of  private  work  is  undertaken  with  the  Cesspoo] 
Emptiers  when  there  is  time  to  do  so.  Altogether  £206.  6s.  6d.  was 
charged  for  such  v/ork  during  the  year. 

The  effect  of  working  time  lost  from  all  causes  (holidays, 
illness,  etc.)  is  often  not  appreciated.  During  I960,  a total  of 
1001  man-days  were  lost,  this  being  equivalent  to  4 men  absent  all 
the  time.  The  total  labour  force  for  both  the  Cleansing  and  Sewage 
Disposal  Services  is  45  men. 
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SEWERAGE  ARID  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  Dinton  scheme  was  completed  and  the  new  Shabbington  Disposal 
Works  put  into  operation  during  the  year. 


The  Oakley  and  Chilton  contracts  were  in  an  advanced  stage  but 
weather  conditions  and  labour  difficulties  had  delayed  completion. 

Further  schemes  were  commenced  at:- 
Long  C rend on 
Upper  W i nc h end on , and 
Grendon  Underwood, 

Also  at  the  end  of  the  year  tenders  had  been  accepted  for  new 
Disposal  Works  at  Wendover  and  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works 
for  Hardwick  and  Weedon, 


Tov/ards  the  end  of  the  year,  I drew  the  Council's  attention  to 
the  extremely  serious  state  of  affairs  at  the  Broughton  Lane  Pumping 
Station  where  overflowing  soon  occurs  for  long  periods  after  rainfall. 

At  Worming hall,  following  complaints  of  offensive  smells  from 
the  oewage  Works  Site,  an  experiment  was  carried  out  with  spray 
equipment  supplied  by  Airwick  Ltd,  Although  this  was  tried  rather 
late  in  the  year,  reports  indicated  a definite  improvement  and  it 
^as  decided  to  purchase  the  equipment  for  permanent  installation. 

A report  was  made  on  the  flooding  of  the  sewer  in  Quainton  Road, 
Waddesdon,  and  the  danger  to  traffic  due  to  manhole  covers  in  the 
road  being  blown  off.  It  was  decided  to  ask  the  Consulting  Engineers 
to  investigate  the  matter  and  prepare  a scheme. 

Ao  Quainton  reports  on  samples  by  the  Thames  Conservancy  from 
the  new  Works  indicated  the  need  for  humus  tanks  to  be  provided.  This 
also  was  referred  to  the  Consulting  Engineers. 

PEST  DESTRUCTION 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  one  operator  covering  the  whole 
district,  in  addition  to  rats  and  mice,  a variety  of  pests  are  dealt 
with,  indeed  no  request  for  help  is  refused  if  it  is  felt  that  useful 
aid  Can  be  given.  Infestations  of  ants  and  flies  and  many  varieties 
of  beetles  have  been  dealt  with  and  there  are  always  a number  of  wasps’ 
nests  reported  in  the  summer  which  no-one  else  wants  to  tackle.  Our 
help  has  even  been  sought  to  deal  with  bats.
